cnty shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Uhanbad 
Dhanbad H. O.” 

(b) in Schedule II, — 

in column 1, after the entry relating to Jamashedpur, the following 
entry shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Diianbad 
Dhanbad H. O.”
